In leading up to his subject, Maj­ 
or Gardner outlined the present mil­ 
itary policy of the United States as 
defined by congress. He showed that

would be placed on a citizen army, 
exactly as 
in 
1917. 
The national ) 
.guard would form the first line of 
defense and the regular army, In 
very large part, would be split up 
to form the nuclei around which the 
units of the citizen army would be 
built up., 
“T hat is the plan,” Major Gard­ 
ner said, “ which was followed, as 
far as possible, when we entered the 
world war. Those of us whose duty 
it was to organize and train the 
men who came to the cantonments 
in the fall of 1917 and the spring 
of 1918 know— and I believe every 
man who saw service agrees with us 
— that if those men had reported for 
duty with just enough practical ex­ 
perience to know how to take care 
of themselves in the field and with 
just 
enough elementary 
military 
training to enable them to ‘fall in’ 
on the company street,and execute 
the 
basic drills, they 
could 
have 
been made ready for battle in from 
three to six months less time than 
it actually took. 
Was Heavy lioss. 
“There is no need for me to tell 
you 
what a tremendous saving in 
blood and in gold that three months 
represents. The necessity of effect­ 
ing such a saving the next time we 
face an emergency is plain to you 
all. That is the purpose of the citi­ 
zens’

build a man up physically; to teach 
him 
how to safeguard 
his health 
and 
how to secure the 
maximum 
amount of comfort in the field, and 
to give him a foundation of mili­ 
tary training on which the finish­ 
ed structure can be erected in tho 
minimum of time when necessity de­ 
mands.”

The Boll W eevil Problem 
Every farmer in Oklahoma who 
grows 
cotton 
should 
obtain 
and 
study Farmers’ Bulletin 1262, which 
discusses the boll weevil problem 
from 
the 
practical standpoint. 
It 
may be obtained free by sending a 
request for it to the Department of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 
As to whether to try to poison 
weevil, the bulletin says: 
It will pay to poison— 
If the weevil are really injuring 
your crop seriously: an 
If your land is sufficiently fertile 
to yield at least 1-2 bale to the 
[acre with weevil injury eliminated; 
and 
If your farming organization is 
such that you feel assured that the 
poison applications will be made at 
the right time and in the light 
manner; and 
If you are willing to spend the 
full amount necessary to provide an 
adquate supply of dusting machinery 
and poison. 
You should not poison if the cost 
of the calcium arsenate, the cost of 
he labor to apply It, and the depre­ 
ciation on the dusting machines will 
total more to the acre than the cur­ 
rent value of IOO pounds of seed 
cotton. 
It is quite likely that very few 
will undertake the poisoning of boll 
weevil. All, however, may reduce 
damage by following the methods of 
cultivation 
which 
experience 
has 
shown reduces the damage. Concern­ 
ing this, the bulletin says: 
During the growing season of the 
crop the field should be very care­ 
fully cultivated, otherwise most of 
the benefits of early preparation, 
early planting, and fertilization may 
be lost. In case of unavoidably de­ 
layed planting the best course to 
pursue is to cultivate the fields in 
the most thorough manner possible. 
Under most conditions the old plan­ 
tation rule "once a week and one 
in a row" should be applied. Thi3 
will not result in the direct destruc­ 
tion of many weevil, but it causes 
the plants to continue uninterrupted­ 
ly in their growth. By all means 
such operations as deep cultivation 
and cultivation close to the plants, 
which causes shedding, should be 
avoided. In many instances a fair 
crop already set and beyond dangei 
from the weevil has been lost by 
running the plows so close that the 
side roots were cut and the plants 
made to shed practically all the 
fruit. When this happens during the 
middle or latter part of the season 
the weevils will certainly prevent 
the putting on of any more fruit. 
The general practice of "laying by," 
by scraping the middles with a wide 
sweep, leaves a hard surface which 
causes loss of moisture and shed­ 
ding. Where the weevil occurs, every 
precaution must be taken to avoid 
shedding, as the insect will prevent 
the maturity of the later fruit and.
